In proposing 
this araeiidmentj it would bo neces-iary for 
bim to advert to several topics, Tno desire 
for- Cbnfederation was not bo universal as 
bad been stated, and although eupeificially 
it appears to ba received with favor, yet thn 
was not the fact, to the extent supposed. A 
number of peraoos at Victoria bad chosen to 
meet, and had assumed to rcprc:;ont the feel- 
ings of this colony, on the aunjeut of Con» 
federation. They bad cu'cred into commu- 
nicalioD with the Canudinn Government, n 
most reprehensible proceeding in which they 
were wholly unauthorized. Their taking ou 
ihemBelvea to pledge the oolooy to a 
certain cour«e was utlronting to this Council, 
and an ioBult to tho intelligeoce of the 
people of this Oolony. This Counoil was the 
proper body to coinmunicate with the Gov- 
ernment ol the Dominion. They had parad- 
ed the resolutions drawn up and voted by 
themselves, aa representing tho voice of the 
whole cblbay. lie hod no desire to depart 
from his vo e of 1867, Id this Council, bo 
cause Union was doubtless advisable, that is. 
Union on fair and equal terms. They would 
have been foolish not to vote for such a 
Union on terms fuch na hon members had 
some sort ol misty idea, a sort ol CoiiU'dura- 
tion ol which they should be proud to lorm a 
pari. But it must be remembered that the 
vote was taken on 29ih of Maich, two days 
before the termination of tho session, aud 
they then had not tho slightest means ol 
knowing upon what tenna they were to 
bej'jiued to the Cutifuclcraiion. Thu hoc 
member had aliudBil to the nature of tho 
Legislature ,of the Dnmiiiion. He tella us 
that we sboiild be entitled to three nurnbera 
in the llousa of Commons, and two in the 
Senate.

He said England had 
belled lersolf arouud with ColunieB, but 
Canada was tho only instance of a colony 
ooloniziog. She would therefore be as a 
mQtb'er tons, aesiatiog and protectiog us. 
Ber annoal conlribation of S230,000 oonld 
not be balanced unless wo had u populatioo 
of at loaflt 20 or 30 thousand, her loateriiig 
ca.'a wouKi then be repaid her a bundled 
fold. The Governrnont ol Canada had no 
wish to remove the cjUicera who held posi- 
tioosin this oolooy, uuder the present Gov- 
ernment; 00 the oootrary, tba desire on the 
part of Canada 'wotild'b'e to'felaiti' all in the 
country. Tho g'cat object of Coufcd .atioii 
was lo consolidate all Urlusb Amcricn, and 
Ibis was the mo-t favorable moment lor that 
consumrn-nion. Jf wa nllowed the pre ent 
favorable moment to pass, iho feeling of thu 
Canadian people woaltl be occupied with new 
isBttes; and when at some future time we 
desired td VJasfin' oiir lot' "wltfi'lBSm^'we 
might not be able to obtain such favorable 
terms.
